LONG BEACH, April B. Wat is 
regarded by many as an attempt to 
“bottle up” the municipal docks in the 
interests of the Pacific Electric and 
Southern Pacific and thus control the 
shipping out of Long Beach is before 
the City Council in the form of an ap- 
plication for a franchise for spur track 
extension. The application was made 
uncer the provision for steam road 
franchises and presented to Council 
last night at a few minutes before mid- 
night by Attorney E. C. Denio, repre- 
senting the Pacific Electric interests, 
It is innocent enough on its face, as it 
asks for a franchise to start from the 
intersection of Riverside Drive and 
Third street, run south and south- 
easterly across a private right of way 
on Riverside Drive to Water street and 
thence to Second street, with privilege 
of double or single track and all neces- 
sary switches and turnouts. The Pa- 


ar- cific Electric officials say they ask for 


the franchise to enable thém to be able 
to reach the Craig ship plant and the 
municipal docks, with a view of hand- 
ling their share of the freight traffic. 
They say the Interstate commerce law 
would compel them to handle switching 
business of other roads and also allow 
other roads to cross their tracks. while 
the city would have absolute power to 
fix maximum freight charges on its 
docks. 

But Councilmen, who have been ex- 
pecting a move of this kind and have 
investigated the matter, say that the 
route selected is the only availabie en- 
trance for other roads to the docks and 
to grant the franchise would place the 
city at the mercy of the railroads so 
far as charges are concerned. The re- 
sult would be that even with free 
wharfage, rates could be fixed that 
would destroy all this advantage to 
shippers. The general idea of the 
Council heretofore has been for the 
eity to build its own raliroad tracks 
from the wharf along the route indi- 
cated and allow all roads to use them 
without preference.

LL CORPORATIONS and individ-

CHANCE FOR, CONGRESS. 


Piayground Association of America to 
Be invited to Come to Los Angeles 
Next Year. 


The Los Angeles Playground Com- 
mission is deeply interested in the 
Fourth Annual Congress of the Play- 
ground Association of America, which 
will eonvene in Rochester, June 10. It 
is unlikely that a representative will 
be sent to, take part in the proceed- 
ings. There seems to be a diffidence 
on the part of the officers to ask the 
Council for an appropriation to cover 
the expenses of the trip for a dele- 
gate, and the department will rely 
upon some public-spirited citizen at- 
tending and unofficially. representing 
Los Angeles. An invitation will be ex- 
tended the Congress to meet in Los 
Angeles in 1911. 

Many cities, however, will be repre- 
sented at the Congress. A special 
meeting of municipal delegates will 
be held to discuss the whole question 
of the celebration of the Fourth of 
July. A committee of the associatién 
is now making a study of what dif- 
ferent committees have done, and this 
committee will report at the Roches- 
ter meeting. For the preparation of 
its report, information is being gath- 
ered from nearly nine hundred cities. 

Among the suggestions which the 
committee has received for a sane cel- 
ebration of the Fourth are celebra- 
tions in each park, and hundreds of 
small celebrations throughout the city; 
the singing of patriotic songs by the 
children in the open; scores of parades 
with bands at the head: kite flying 
contests all over the city, and motion 
pictures of American history shown 
in the small parks in the evening. A 
unique idea which will arouse the en- 
thusiasm of the children is that at 
noon on the Fourth, each child release 
a toy balloon with an American flag 
attached: also that all the church 
bells ring and that whistles blow.

PROSECUTOR!

MRS, FOLTZ APPOINTED DEPUTY 
DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 

Given Commission at Solicitation of 
Various Organizations of Weaker 
Sex, But Says She's Ready to Prose: 
cute Men as Well as Children, if 

Assigned. 


This city now has probably the only 
woman deputy district attorney in the 
country. She is Mrs. Clara Shortridge 
Foltz, who received a commission from 
Capt. Fredericks, yesterday, and will 
take the oath of office tomorrow. 

The appointment came as 4 result of 
a request from the various woman's 
clubs and organizations, which peti- 
tioned the District Attorney for repre- 
‘sentation on his staff. He has had the 
position under consideration for 
several weeks, and decided that it has 
merits worth trying. 

Women have frequently played im- 
portant parts in criminal proceedings 
in this county, but heretofore they 
have been on the side of the prisoner. 
Their development in legal lines in this 
State seems to have reached a higher de- 
gree than lu other parts of the country. 

The primary of woman 
as a memer of the District Attorney's 
Office ie to have bert assist whenever 
children or women are caught in the 
tolls of the law. It has been a theory 
that men are but clumsy prosecutors 
when they have to deal with those whe 
are weaker than themselves. 

Mrs. Foltz, who might be termed a 
mild suffragette, has been a ploneer 
among the members of her sex in at- 
taining prominence in public positions, 
She is the first woman who ever served 
under the appointment of the Governor 
as a member of the board of trustees 
of a State Normal school, and is, the 
Arst woman member of the Mate Board 
of Charities and Corrections. Througa 
her efforts the prison parole system in 
California was introduced, after sie 
had gained data from the keepers oe 
the largest penitentiaries and reforma- 
tories in the country. 

Mrs. Foltz early sprang into promt 
nence through her efforts to get a legal 
education. She was a student at Hasi- 
ings when it was decided that it wus 
not desirable that the university should 
be coeducational. She brought man- 
damus proceedings and won. Her case 
was taken to the Su Court on 


ne appeal, and is reported in volume No. 


64 of the decisions. 

The services which Mrs. Fonts will 
give te the county will be entirely 
gratis, as her appointment does not 


carry any salary. 

Although it is iikely that she will be 
assigned entirely to cases which con- 
cern children and women, Mrs. Foltz 
declares she is perf willing to take 
up the presecution of men, if she 
should be so assigned by the District 
Attorney. 

“I Mook at the field from 3 
standpoint than my sisters do,” she 
sald yesterday. When they advotated 
my @ernointment they were thinking 
only of the women and little ones. But 
the law appeals to me broadly and I 
will do whatever ig given me by Capt. 
Fredericks. 

“He long ago told me that it was his 
purpose to find out the truth. He mid 
he did not want ee anyone 
who was innocent, I know this has 
been his policy. . 

“I will adopt this purpose myself, 
when I become a prosecutor. *I be- 
lieve it is true that a woman can better 
find out t truth when unfortunate 
women or girls get in trouble. 

There are times when there ig a 
good excuse for them being in troud 
and they do not deserve punishment. 
It will be my duty to look inte 
cases as these and find if thev 
vorthy of sympathy and lenience,

The Good Roads Advisory Committee 
has. in an indictment filed with the 
County Supervisors, asked for the re- 
call of the t Highway Commis- 
sion on the nds dt incompetency 
and mismanagement. According to the 
charges set forth Los Angeles county 
has a poor chance of getting much in 
return for the $8,500,000 that was voted 
for a good roads system. , 

The report of the committee, which is 
really a tition for the selection of a 
new Highway Commission, is as fol- 


lows: 

Board of Supervisors of Los Angeles 
county: 

Gentlemen: The Advisory Committee, 
for your information and that you may 
be le to protect yourselves and the 
taxpayers of the county of Los Ange- 
les, submit to you the wing report 
and recomendations: 

At the time that the election was 
called for the of securing the 
approval of the voters to in effect 
place a mortgage upon their homes of 
$3,600,000 that they might enjoy the ad- 
vantages of a permanent system of 
highways extending throughout the 
county, you assured this committee and 
the voters that before any contracts 
were let or any appointments made, 
that both the Board of Supervisors and 
the Highway Commission would consult 
with and obtain the approval of this 
committee. 

We now say to you that both the 
Board of Supervisors and the Highway 
Commission have continually violated 
their pledges in this particular and 
have.ignored this committee on every 
important occasion, and this commit- 
tee, in the case of the sale of the bonds.

Taking Out of Permit for Alexan- 
dria Annex Puts Present Record 
Breaking Month a Million Dollars 
in the Lead—Other Cities Must

prediction of last Sunday's 
Times that April building permits 
would reach a valuation total in ex- 
cess of $3,000,000 has already deen 
amply realized. Up to the close of 
business on Friday, J. J. Bachus, chief 
Inapector of buildings, had issued 784 
permits, representing a valuation of 
$2,064,417, to which huge amount was 
yesterday morning added a permit for 


and nearly $50,000 in smaller items. 
Thus the total business done from 
April 1 to 23, inclusive, was something 
in emeess of $3,100,000. All this week 
is yet to be heard from and both Mr.

Never in the history of the city 
bullding department have the employés 
who pass upon and issue permits for 
construction work been so nearly over- 
whelmed with work, as during the pres- 
ent record-smashing month.

It is easier for us 
to say that “the price of wheat has 
risen 5 cents a bushel” than to say 
that, “as compared with wheat, the 
4 of gold has declined 5 per cent.”

thing fundamentalty. If then, we sub- 
stitute for wheat a composite unit of 
all commodities, and find that the price 
of this unit has advanced 61 per cent. 
in thirteen years, we can state this 
same fact by saying that gold has de- 
preciated 39 per cent., approximately, 
during this period. 

But what causes gold to depreciate— 
that is, prices to rise’ The cause is 
the same in the case of gold as in 
that of any other commodity—relative- 
ly cheaper cost of production. This 
cheaper cost shows in an increased 
supply of gold, and results in making 
ft necessary to give a greater quan- 
tity of gold to get the same quanti- 
ties of other things.-~-(Byron W. Holt, 
in the April Everybedy’s.

The India Rubber Word has for 
some years been giving valuable con- 
tributions about guayule and the man- 
ufacture of guayule rubber, and sev- 
eral French and “German scientific pe- 
riodicals have repeatedly published in- 
teresting articles going into details 
about everything in connection with 
guayule. 

The guayu no stranger in the 
United States, growing in Southern 
Texas, where a rubber factory is in 
operation at Marathon. That A)fred 
Burbank, during his visit to Mexico a 
year Wo., was told that about two 
years before guayule had been found 
to contain rubber of a very desirable 
quality and a few crude factories had 
sprung up is rather astonishing. That 
guayule contained rubber was known 
by the natives of Mexico for at least 
a century and it ie more than fifteen 
years ago that the first factory to ex- 
tract rubber from the plant was es- 
tablished at San Luis Potost. 

The plant produces rubber, not of a 
very desirable quality, however. as it 
is soft and has a very h percentage 
of resin, but ft is possible to extract 
the product that has found a ready 
market in the cheaper grades of rub- 
ber. Personally, I went more than five 
years ago to take the ma t of 
a guayule rubber factory in Mexico, 
which was by no means the first one, 
and, as for some crude factories, it is 
sufficient to name only the Continental 
Rubber Company at Torreon, in which 
Senator Aldrich and Mr. Rockefeller

In these baimy days no subject 
completely possesses the mind of the 
average American as that of ‘ishing 
tackle. The lure of the game fish ever 
has been a strong one, and whether it 
be a hook and line ft for catching a 
minnow, a steam power net for catch- 
ing hundreds of barrels of herring or 
mackeral, or a harpoon gun for laying 
low the mighty ieviathan of the sea, 
fishing tackle is full of interest to him 
who dreams, and in his dreams hears 
the faint, far call of the wild. 

In the fishing world many remark- 
able instruments and appliances are 


used, but one must go to the Orient | der 


to find the most peculiar sort of tackle. 
One occasionally hears in America of a 
trained otter, and the fisherman who 
is lucky enough to possess one has a 
guarantee for a good season's work. 
In the Mediterranean turtie fisheries 
the remora,. or sucking fish, ie used as 
an assistant Geherman. It is a curious 
sort of gen which attaches itself to 
larger fish, to turtles, or to boats them- 
selves, and when it gets a good grip. 
a mudturtie is not in its same class 


RING ON TAIL. 
When it ts caught a heavy ring is 
Placed about its body just ahead of its 
tall, and it is tethered to the boat.

London seeme from tais distance 
te have gone mad over rubber, and 
s0me writers have characterized the 
enormous buying of shares in rub- 
ber companies as another South Sea 
babble. Just what has caused the 
rubber boom is explained by F. W. 
Dunbar, who is vice-president of the 
New York.Commercial Company, which 
is one of the largest importers of and 
dealers in crude rubber in this coun- 
tty or in Europe. 

Dunbar has just returned from Lon- 
Gon, whither he went for the purpose 
of looking into conditions for his own 
information and guidance. 

“The keynote of the situation in Lon- 
don,” said Dunbar, is the fact that a 
rubber planter in Ceylon is able to de- 
liver his product in London or in New 
York, all costs and charges paid, for 
one shilling or 25 cents a pound, and 
sell it for $2.50 to $2.75. 

“From March, 19066. to March, 1910, 
the price of crude rubber advanced 


more than 260 per cent. To be nearer 
exact, the price has gone up in two 
from 80 or 9) cents a pound to 


$2.7%. This is dite to the fact that the 
uses for crude rubber have become 
much more varied within the last 
few years. It is entering into the 
manufacture of almost every neces- 
sity. Two or three years o it was 
estimated that the total p uction of 
the world approximated 60,000 tons. 
Today it is nearly 99,000 tons. 

AUTO BIG FACTOR. 


“What has been the greatest factor 
m consumption is the automobile, the 
motor bus and the heavy auto truck. 
It is estimated that the ordinary auto- 
mobile business will not increase very 
oonsiderabiy from now on, but the 
truck business will increase to such an 
tent that horses will almost disap- 
pear from the streets. London, 
Where the Strand used to a con- 

ted thoroughfare, with horse omni- 
and carta moving siowly 
and stopping at every cross-street, the 
traffic now goes by at a smart pace. 
There is more of it than ever, but it is 
composed mostly of motor buses, pri- 
vate automobiles and taxicabs, and 
even the first keep up a pace of about 
eight miles an hour.

“Then in some parts of the city you 
will see a sort of steam truck, which 
has really a motor engine, drawing two 
or three loaded vans.
